Begin New Positions 


After a year of work, 11 women graduated from Hart- 


nell’s nursing class when they received their caps re- 


cently. 


These 11 women are: Judith Dent, Fae Dicus, Evelyn 


Dunken, Jan Kemp, Josephine 
Lodble, Mabel Lyman, Bernice 
McLaskey, Oso Pepper, Linda Si- 
gala, Amy Smith and Mauriece 
Taylor. 

Seventeen women enrolled in 
the class at the beginning of the 
year, but six dropped out, leav- 
ing these eleven women. 

In order to receive their nurs- 
ing accreditations, these women 
had: to attend class at Hartnell 
campus six hours daily. On No- 
vember 10, they began going to 
the hospital every Tuesday for 
the entire school day to perform 
what they had learned in class. 

While at the hospital, they 
worked in several wards: the chil- 
dren’s ward (pediatrics), the iso- 
lation ward, tubercular sanitar- 
ium, maternity-nursery | ward, 
medical surgical ward, and the 
central supply room, which sup- 
plies all the equipment needed to 
care for patients. 

Seyeral Courses Finished 

Before going to the hospital, 
these 11 women studied basic

nursing arts, pharmacology (ad- 


ministration of medicine and 
drugs), surgical nursing, care of 
children, mothers and infants; 
diet, therapy and. nutrition; and 
community and personal health 
and hygiene. 

In addition, they had to take 
a medical examination, and spend 
534 hours in the classroom for 
their first semester. 

Miss Anna Beck, head of the 
nursing - department, — instructs 
these nurses-to-be every year, and 
she says these 11 nursing gradu- 
ates are now working in the Mon- 
terey County Hospital. The be- 
gan their full-time jobs on Feb- 
ruary 1. In this job, the women 
attend classes nine hours a week 
and work in the hospital wards 
for 31 hours a week. 

In order to acquire a nursing 
degree, the eleven women had to 
pass a state examination. All of 
them passed the test, and many 
scored high. So now these Il 
women are eligible to receive 
their nursing degrees.

Professors Visit 
Hart Classrooms 


Hartnell’s anthropology class 
was visited, recently by Professor 
Nguyen-Huu-Thu, chairman of 
the Vietnamese: Department of 
the U.S. Army Language. School. 
Professor Thu, who received his 
education at the University of Ha- 
noi in Viet-Nam and Sorbonne at 
Paris, described the past of the 
Vietnamese people, their culture, 
habits, customs, religion, ceremo- 
nies and the present ways of life. 
He demonstrated the political di- 
vision on the map of the coun- 
try and answered many student 
questions. 

Professor Joseph St. Clair, also 
of the language school’ and for- 
mer professor of Teleki Institute 
at Budapest, spoke to the anthro- 
pology class during February as 
did Professor Thu. He described 
the Hungarian people and their 
historical background. He said 
that the present Hungarians 
crossed the Ural and Carpathian 
Mountains and finally settled in 
the Danubian ‘area.

Hartnell College’s first lecture series will begin tonight with an illustrated address 
by Dr. James F. Wilson, Biological Science instructor, on “New Frontiers in Biology.” 
Members of the community are invited to the presentation as well as Hartnell stu-

Dr. Wilson is currently conduct- 
ing research on the chemistry of 
heredity under a grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 

His lecture is the first in a se- 
ries entitled, “Hartnell Presents,” 
which is planned to examine one 
or two broad areas of learning 
each semester.

The “Hartnell Presents”. idea 
was explained by Dr. J. Frederic 
Ching as an effort to bring 
throught-provoking questions and 
meaningful entertainment to the 
student body.

lems of our times and how they 
affect us.”
